The new tariffs, which comprise 
10.000 typewritten pages, were com- 
puted exclusively on a mileage basis 
and supplant the present structure 
which was generally regarded as a 
patched-up schedule hardly commen- 
surate with industrial development of 
the south. 

Railroads objected to the new rates, 
which for the most part mean a re- 
duction for shippers, on the ground 
that the mileage basis should be used | 
only up to 460-mile hauls, and that | 
rates should be fixed arbitrarily after 
that point was reached. 

The short-line executives spent a 
busy day adjusting their freight de- 
partment routine to comply with the 
new “group rate plan,” which uses

LONDON STREETS

London, January 7 (Saturday.)— 
(P)—An abnormal tide, which follow- 
ed upon yesterday's heavy gale, raised 
the water in the Thames after mid- 
night to an unwonted height. The 
riverside streets and houses in East 
London were flooded. 

Even in central London the water 
rose high enough to overflow the four- 
foot parapet which protects Victoria 
embankment. Part of the embank- 
ment, near the offices of the As#- 
ciated Press, under water, tempo- 
rarily bhoiding up tramway service. 
This is a rare occurrence. 

At 1:30 this morning the overflow 
had invaded the terraces of the houses 
of parliament in Westminster and 
also the streets of Lambeth, opposite 
Westminster.

In all these cases of disturbed sleep, 
all factors which cause it must be in- 
vestigated.

Is he cold, or too warm, 
is the air in the room good, is the diet 
correct, has he heard any gruesome 
stories or had any exciting play be- 
fore going to bed—are all to be con- 
sidered. 

In the night walking, it is a wise 
idea to pin the child in some way, so
